pererogation. Indeed, General - Black, 
who grasped the Customs question. with 
considerabis acutaneas,. was known to be 
opposed to the presence of the Customs in 
Hongkong ; and I think it is quito possible 
the gallant General istanesd the fact that 
the Customs received the daily memo. con- 
corning opium movaments an a sttong argu. 
ment why tho presence of the Customs in
